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fuel conservation during monthly meeting

Following suit with many 
other organizations across the 
area, the Coffee County Board 
of Education discussed fuel con- 
servation last Thursday evening, 
Sept. 1, during the board's regu- 
lar monthly meeting. 

Superintendent Dr. Linda 
Ingram said as of Thursday 
morning, the schools combined 
had. about 3,500 - 3,800 gallons 
of diesel fuel in the tanks. She 
said. it_takes-approximately 
2,300. gallons per week to oper- 
ate the buses. 

“We probably have a week 
and a half with what we have 
today,” Ingram said. “We are on 
the priority need list with our 
supplier.” 

However, she said exactly 
when the supplier would be able 
to deliver fuel was uncertain late 
last week due to Hurricane 


Katrina. 


the Church of God also deliv- 
ered food and supplies in opera- 
tion compassion; 

Bayou LaBatre is in the far 
western most southern part of 
Alabama. Oyster industry is the 
main stable of industry. Over 
one. thousand homes where 
either destroyed by the winds of 
Hurricane Katrina or were 
flooded by the storm surge. 

Electricity slowly is being 
restored in the area, 

Elba: Church of God is offer- 
ing assistantance to victims and 
displaced storm evacuees. Food 
is available to those who need it 
as long as it lasts. 


Until fuel concerns decrease, 
Ingram said the school system, 
of course, would make the edu- 
cational day it’s primary con- 
cern: She said the system needs 
to be sure to keep enough fuel to 
transport the children to and 
from school. 

“More than half of our stu- 
dents ride buses,” she said. “If 
we don't have diesel, most like- 
ly parents won't have gas either 
to bring the students to school.” 

Ingram assured board mem- 
bers she had spoken with the 
school system’s supplier, and 
fuel would be delivered as soon 
as possible. 

In regards to football games, 
she said the groups would com- 
bine for space allowing the 
schools to cut back on the num- 
ber of buses currently being 
used. Also, she said the office 
personnel would limit travel 
until concern is lifted. 

Ingram also told board mem- 
bers Thursday evening that chil- 
dren who are victims of 
Hurricane Katrina displaced to 
the area would be welcome to 
attend the Coffee County 
Schools. She said the. state 
department of education will 
allow local schools to waive 
restrictions regarding records to 


allow the children to return to 
school. 

Board members approved a 
recommendation from Ingram 
to award the Zion Chapel roof 
bid at $749,008 for the gym and 
elementary building. Ingram 
said the system. will waive 
approximately $25,000 on sales 
tax through this bid which will 
bring it down to. arognd 
$724,000. She also said the sys- 


‘tem will receive some money 


from insurance since both were 
damaged by a hail storm and 
this year. 

Ingram said this job will not 
begin until Christmas or after, 
but because of Hurricane 
Katrina and rising gas. prices,

The still unfolding disaster along the coasts of Alabama, Mississippi 
and Louisiatia is almost impossible to accept as a reality. It has glar- 
ingly pointed out some of the shortfalls with the United States’ sys- 
tem of responding to such emergencies. Some may think they know 
exactly who's fault this compound disaster should be credited to. 
However, oné expert hit the nail on the head when saying, “There is 
enough blame to go around”. \n other words a lot of people and/or 
agencies came up short in their reaction timing. 


While no one can condone mass looting, it is possible to understand 
a person taking food and water for themselves and/or family mem- 
bers. Maybe even a pair of shoes if stranded without a personal pair. 
We would probably do those things ourself. However plasma TV's, 
guns and whiskey don’t fall in that group. Having lived through two 
floods and reported and photographed in several tornado areas, plane 
crashes, gillions of wrecks, etc., we know that the vast majority of 
people will go out of their way to avoid even the slightest appearance 
of taking things in these circumstances. Not so with the rouge cle- 
ment so well documented by TV cameras in New Orleans last week. 
People like that give humanity a bad name. Then it also becomes 
hard to have sympathy for the time it has taken to get to those still 
stranded in the flood area when there are reports of rescue helicop- 
ters, boats, etc. being shot at and/or hijacked from the distressed area. 
Why should anyone with an already dangerous task be expected to 
take on even more dangers just because isolated disaster victims are 
apparently mad when sick folks in the ieaditn are getting needed 
help before their “gimme” mindset is satisfied 


It is normal for civilized people to sit around and claim to be “high- 
er beings”, believing that the human is above the survival actions and 
reactions of animals. Well, anyone who has watched TV during the 
last week is aware that there are even limits to that human mind supe- 
nority. Thousands made a bad mistake opting to ride out the storm 


that destroyed. much of New Orleans, Others probably really didn't 


have an easy way to leave town. Relief help didn’t arrive as soon as 
it should ...... this is not the first time, just the largest and most spot- 
lighted. The honest fear of not knowing if storm and/or flood sur- 
vival was in the picture, fear of roaming bands of lowlifes, hunger 
and thirst all combined to cause much of the chaos around New 
Orleans. Very poor people, welfare riders and others with judgement 
mistakes (inside and outside New Orleans) have combined to shoot 
TY ratings through the ceiling. It also managed to put America’s 
dirty linen in the spotlight. That in turn got the attention of a lot of 
local, state and federal officials, including the president of the United 
States. But will the lesson sink in? 


Our oldest son Chris is in the disaster area with his National Guard 
unit out of Brantley. He indicates the damages are even worse than 
shown in the pictures; His unit has moved around a bit and is now in 
Pascagoula, Mississippi; moving there on Monday of this week. The 
“troops think they have “arrived”, The unit now has electricity, run- 
ning water and . ‘real bathroom facilities. At their previous 
assignment the porta- potties didn’t even show up for Several days. 
That meant they went back to some basic Army training and dug a 
few latrines, Something that had to be dug to Army’ specs and then 
filled in to the same Army. standards. We personally know about 
those things and as bad as they seem, it is a far cry better than the 
Superdome with no running water and thousand of people needing 
bathroom facttinter for days "and tays"on'ehd!

“Why money and not food?”

The scenes of destruction in 
Louisiana and Mississippi are 
harrowing, heart-rending and 
deeply troubling. Virtually no 
one could fail to be moved by 
the devastation of human lives 
and property we see in television 
coverage, 

For many of us, the first 
impulse may well be to ponder 
ways to get food, water and 
other staples of life to the hard- 
est hit areas. We intensely wish 
for an instantaneous way to 
transfer material goods to those 
in dire circumstances, 

So. why. should one give 
money instead of food? The sim- 
ple answer is access. 

It’s impossible for any citizen 
with a generous: heart and a 
decent bank acconnt to enter the 
neediest areas of the Gulf Coast. 
Many of the. roads are blocked 
either by damage or for security 
reasons by the authorities. 

But there are organizations 
that have access to some of these 
areas. Four of the major players 
are. the. Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA),

The reason is because the kinds 
of containers needed for water 
and the types of food needed for 
mass feeding sites cannot be 
acquired in retail stores. 

The providing of disaster 
relief on the scale of what is 
needed in New Orleans, Biloxi 
and other areas is much more of 
a science than an art. 

As the Red Cross delivers 
food and highly trained volun- 
teers prepare and. serve- meals, 
they do so with initial supplies 
of food that were in stock and 
ready for the current disaster. 
These include such items as 
thousands of industrial size con- 
tainers of food that can be effi- 
ciently prepared for quick serv- 
ing to hungry people.

LET'S OPEN THE DOORS 
AND FILL THE CHURCHES 


Remember the rhyme you 
learned as a child? You know, 
the one in which you interlocked 
your fingers together and formed 
a church and a steeple? It went 
something like “Here is the 
church, here is the steeple, open 
the door; where are all the peo- 
ple?” 

My pastor mentioned that 
while attending a meeting with 
other Ministers from the area; a 
couple of major points of the 
conversation involyed low 
church attendance and the con- 
cern that ,.Meth.%o use and 
abuse was becoming the number 
one problem i in the county. Yes, 
“Meth.” use is a horrific problem 
and is at a major crisis level in 
our country, But the number one 
problem in Covington County 
continues to be alcohol use and 
abuse, I believe alcohol ranks 
number one because most peo- 
ple don’t consider alcohol to be a 
drug thusly it is considered to be 
“safer” to use. Alcohol is easily 
accessible and is often accepted 
and/or tolerated as a part of 
“growing up". I wonder why? 

The fact is the use of alcohol 
is usually just a stepping stone or 
an adjunct to the use of other 
drugs. 

The addiction, whether to 
alcohol, “meth” or prescription 
medications is a natural result of 
sin; its grip on us, and its ability 
to darken our understanding, 


We do not possess the ability to 
overcome sin in ourselves. Our 
sin separates us from the ONE 
who made us and we cannot find 
ultimate fulfillment of true pur- 
pose until our relationship with 
HIM is restored. Since we could 
not restore our relationship with 
HIM because of our ‘sin, He 
made away for us to be forgiven 
by placing our sin on CHRIST 
and allowing HIM to suffer the 
penalty our sin deserved. 


Forgiveness becomes ours when 


in response to the conviction of 
the Holy Spirit we admit our sin 
and trust CHRIST for forgive- 
ness of. our sin. We trust 
CHRIST for forgiveness; He 
gives us a new nature that is 
capable of being strengthened by 
His Spirit and capable of under- 
standing spiritual truth, As we 
are exposed to the truth through 
the work of His Spirit in prayer, 
the work of HIS word as we 
study it.and the work of HIS 
church as we lean on, fellowship 
with and serve each other, our 
minds and our lives are trans- 
formed. As we understand the 


truth and are transformed by it, 


we must seek to share it with 
others and help them desire to 
overcome sin and addiction and 
live a Godly life. 

Having stated these Biblical 
truths about addiction and sin;
